SOME NOTES FROM THE W5YI REPORT 


The FCC is proposing a new way of specifying power limits. It's been proposed before, but it 
has always been tacked onto losing proposals: that limitations be placed on peak envelope 
power, or the output to the antenna, rather than the input to the final amplifier. Presently, 
the proposed limits at 200 watts PEP output in the Novice frequencies and 1,500 watts PEP 
output elsewhere, except where otherwise restricted. 

The famous "Callbook" now has competition, and it seems to be cheaper. Jack Speer, NIBIC, 
is the publisher, and he has also prepared a geographical index and a name index. His Call 
Directory sells for $12.95. If you'd like more information, call your editor. 

The FCC has authorized the use of any digital code on amateur frequencies above 50 MHz, 
except those on which only Al emission is permitted. There are some specific restrictions 
(there always are), and interested parties might check with Long Beach for more information.
